The Luke Shore officia ls ha ve ha d tho ea r put 
a wa y a nd intend to produce it in its ba ttered 
condition to show whether stones were thrown 
or not.

Quincy Crowded ¿with Boys In B ln « on 
the OecMton of tht Dedlentlon of the 
Soldiers' end Sailors' Home—The City 
Brilliant with Tons of Banting—An 
Excursion on the Hirer. 


Qu incy , Dls., Oct 9 0.—The lin t state en. 
component of the Illinois v olunteers of the 
war of the rebellion beg an Tuesday . There 
hav e been district camps, div ision camps, 
army corps assemblag es and the g rsater army 
reunions held at Chicag o and lesser points, 
but this is the first stats encampment of the 
Illinois troops. The occasion Is the dedica­ 
tion of tho Illinois Soldiers' home at Quincy , 
authorised by the last leg islature to be built 
at a cost of 9 9 00,000. There are national 
homes for soldiers, and some states hav e 
them, but Illinois is the first state to establish 
such a war charity on so g reat a scale. The 
f 200,000 is of course only a beg inning , but it 
is such a beg inning as g iv es promise that 
succeeding appropriations will make the plaoe 
a perfect g arden of the g o« * 


THE PRINCIPAL BUILDING. 
The “ Ho me” at Qu incy bids fair to be the 
mo st beau tifu l spo t in Illino is. 
There is a 
natu ral adv antage here that no o ther place 
affo rds. 
Natu re has do ne ev ery thing. There 
are hill, rav ines, gro v es o f majestic trees, 
great swards, and all o v erlo o king a pro spect 
fo r miles. There is 142 acres in the tract, and 
the o u ter limit is bu t o ne and o ne-half miles 
fro m the city . This tract was secu red fo r 
8 22,000. 
The citizens o f Qu incy su bscribed 
8 17,000 o f the amo u nt, and so nearly the 
who le 8 200.000 appro priated by the state was 
av ailable fo r impro v ements. 
Qu incy itself was wild Tu esday . 
There 
were perhaps fiv e to ns o f bu nting u sed in the 
deco ratio n o f pu blic bu ildings alo ne. 
Fiv e 
special trains came in Tu esday mo rning, 
bringing twice 5,000 peo ple. There hav e been 
6o 0 tents pitched o n the ho mo gro u nds, u nder 
the au spices o f the state, and all day the o ld 
so ldiers wero making camp, piling straw into 
tents, getting ready fo r the night, 
The state 
au tho rities are all here, fro m Go v erno r 
Oglesby do wn. The go v erno r, Gen. Fair­ 
child and Department Co mmander Po st ly iv e 
tents o n the gro u nds, and General and Mrs. 
Lo gan hav e qu arters in the city . 
Bey ond the org anization of the camp noth­ 
ing was done Tuesday but receiv ing the v is 
itors as they came in train by train. 
All the 
celebrities present, tog ether with the nows- 
/ paper representativ es, were inv ited to an ex ­ 
cursion up and down the riv er. 
Gov ernor 
Og lesby and family , Gen. Log an, Gen. Fair­ 
child, Gen. Post and perhaps thirty com­ 
manders of G. A. R. posts, with their fam­ 
ilies, went on the journey . 
The trip was 
most delig htful, and the whole three hours 
was g iv en up to social enjoy ment tow ard the 
clcse of the ride. A splendid collation was 
serv ed, including riv ers of champag ne, and 
the old soldiers feasted and toasted until 
there was not a dry ey e on the boat. 
But 
there were no speeches. There was an effort 
or two to draw out Log an and Og lesby , but 
both warriors shook their heads and refused 
to do more than clink their g lasses.

UNION FON LIQUOR DEALERS. 


CMeliálaf toarte* off ike Convent!«*— 
Tke Beeel étions. 
Chicago , Oct. 9 0.—A permanent org anisa­ 
tion of tke liquor dealers of tke United States 
was affected at tkelr conv ention Tuesday , It 
being recommended by the committee hav ­ 
ing the matter in charg e that tke body be 
called tke National Protectiv e association ; 
that its officers be a president, v ice president 
and secretary to serv e for one y ear; that a 
national committee of one from each state 
be chosen, which committee may elect a 
treasurer, and is required to formulate a con­ 
stitution and by -law* 
The report was 
adopted. 
The resolutions recog nise the responsibili­ 
ties of the members as ritiaens of the United 
States; declare for temperance and condemn 
intemperance, and appeal to members to 
prov e this in their daily conduct of business; 
condemn v iolations of tha law; fav or both 
public and priv ate morality , g ood order and 
popular education; unalterably oppose prohi­ 
bition, g eneral or local, as an inv asion of the 
rig hts of the citizen, and sug g est that “ in­ 
stead of 
attempting 
to destroy a busi­ 
ness that employ s immense capital and 
supports a v ast number of honest workmen, 
the efforts of our enemies should ba directed 
to eliminating the ev ils ex isting and result­ 
ing from tha abuse of liquors,” in which 
work all would unite; declare that prohibi­ 
tion results in the destruction of a g reat in­ 
dustry and the deg radation of the men em­ 
ploy ed therein; declare that ty ranny of law 
is no better than ty ranny of titled ru lers; 
that all indu stries g iv ing emplo y ment to 
labo r and capital aid the g eneral prosperity ; 
oppose interference in politics as an org aniza­ 
tio n, ex cept when “necessary to pro tect o u r­ 
selv es against” pro hibito ry legislatio n; 
in­ 
dorse the license sy stem with a license fee 
that will not resu lt in monopoly ; reco gnize, 
adm it and co ndemn the ev iLs resu lting fro m 
tho abu se of liqu o rs, or any thing that en­ 
co u rages o r permits such abu se; co ndemn 
the indiscriminate granting o f liqu o r licenses 
to disrepu table peo ple, and pro test against 
all su ch lack of discrimination.

Disg uise it as we may , the conv iction Is 
forced upon us that we are a nerv ous peopla 
There ere many causes which may account

The constant chang e of circum­ 
stances, indiv idual responsibility and irreg u­ 
lar climate conditions are no doubt larg ely 
responsible for this oondition of thing * Be­ 
sides this, the political atmosphere of our 
g ov ernment is constantly chang ing . In lands 
where the ty rant flaunts in purple, where 
constitutions ere nev er altered or amended, 
where the traditions bequeathed from sire to 
son dominate all aspirations for a.nower and 
better order of thing s, there is not much op­ 
portunity for the display of any qualities ex ­ 
cept those neg ativ e ones that sap the spring s 
of national life and make men’s spirits rest in 
idleness. But here, where ev ery man, so to 
speak, is a law unto himself, where old forms 
are o o astantly changing, giv ing place 
to tho 
new, and where allegiance to parties ia not 
permitted to interfere with the reco gnized 
necessity for fresh metho ds of go v ernment, 
the pace in o ne which o ften to lls ami beco mes 
no ticeable, no t in a deterio ratio n o f po wer, 
bu t in a waste o f tho se v ital energies which 
make the ex ercise o f that po wer co ntinu o u s. 
Ano ther tro u ble with u s is that, as the cele­ 
brated English wit said o f his co u ntry men, 
they to o k their pleasu res sadly , so we take 
o u r wo rk serio u sly ; especially when we are 
dealing with little things we pu t su ch a heav y 
lo ad in o u r spiritu al gu ns that when wo fire 
them o ff v v e an* inju red by the reco il. 
We 
wo u ld aim a canno n at a mark which is o nly 
wo rthy o f a pisto l sho t. 
The tru th o f the pro v erb that the child Is 
father to tho man is seen in this co nnectio n 
ev ery day . 
The African baby has abo u t it a 
preternatu ral so lemnity and lo o ks at ev ery ­ 
thing mu singly and wo iido ringly . The Amer­ 
ican baby , o n tho o ther hand, is v o cifero u s in 
all its ex pressio ns o f jo y and so rro w. 
It cries 
mo re v igo ro u sly than any o ther; it breaks its 
to y s with mo re enthu siasm; it kicks agninst 
actu al and ideal pricks mo re strenu o u sly ; and 
when the man u su rps its place ho fo llo ws the 
samo fashio n with adu lt to y s. 
On the sto ck 
ex change ho wo rries becau se ho so ld o u t to o 


soon or too late; in the store be frets because 
the price of merchandise has been affected by 
some political strug g le ; In the pulpit he chafes 
because his sermons are not so g ood as those 
that be preeched last y ear; in the study he is 
worried because some other author has oaug ht 
the breeze of popular fav or. 
And in this constant waste of nerv ous force 
the man is larg ely aided because of the char­ 
acter of his country . It is big with resources, 
and he is carolem not only of health but of 
money . He does not learn by ex perience, as 
men would in some quiet and easy -g oing com­ 
monwealth. The failure of to-day , instead of 
g iv ing him caution, only inspires him to the 
performance of some g reater deed. And so 
he draws on his reserv e power, until at last, 
when his mental note« hav e g one to protest 
and he is forced to sit down and check his 
balances, it is too late to retrace his stops, and 
he falls into phy sical and spiritual bank­ 
ruptcy . Not alone are men g uilty of this; so 
are women. They string themselv es up to 
concert pitch; they are superlativ e in ev ery ­ 
thing ; they ex ag g erate trifles; their streams 
are rag ing torrents; their molehills are moun­ 
tains, and they ag e and wither before their 
time. The recklessness with which all tread 
the paths of modern life is seen ev ery day ; it 
blig hts the fairest hopes, it caste a shadow on 
the hrig htes landscape; and unless wisdom 
ami moderation come to the rescue it is cer­ 
tain to end in sorrow.—Philadelphia Record.

The name o f Charles Franco is Thibaudeau, 
a yo ung French artist given to painting *ad- 
ey« l peasants, is no t alto gether unkno wn in 
this co untry. He is a wild-haired yo ung fel­ 
lo w o f tlip Gautier type—a genius given up to 
mediaeval «7 « .’kerchiefs and pre-Ilaphaelite co l­ 
lars. 
But he kno ws every o ne—artists, play­ 
ers, lo afers, students, demago gues, eo eo ttes— 
in fact, he kno ws Lo uise Michel. Lo afing o ne 
evening in o ne o f the co zy ro o ms o f the Eden 
theatre—w here po o r little Van Zandt was 
hissed Into tears—he grew reminiscent. 
“ Dear bo y, what a wo man,what a wo man!” 
he said musingly, watching the winking bub­ 
bles in his glass. “ I wo uld give every hair in 
my head to paint her—every hair. Yes, dear 
bo y, and fo rswear wigs to bo o t. 
What a 
wo man! 
“ The first time I saw her, yo u say? Ouf, 
what a devil's day it was! It was two , three 
years ago —a lifetime ago . I was painting

“ Certainly, but Lo uise? ”

o n, “ in o ne o f the suburbs— La Chapelle.

HER PERSONAL APPEARANCE. 
“ Lo uise sat by the table, writing furio usly, 
splattering ink and talking to herself. Of 
co urse,” M. Thibaudeau added, “ she sto o d up 
when I came in. What a wo man 1 Wo uldn’t 
sh<f make a great mo del fo r that o ld vixen, 
Macbeth, o r that she-devil, Co rday 1 Perhaps 
no t. 
She was made fo r a wo man, so let her 
I » ass fo r such, but she lo o ks little eno ugh like 
o ne. 
Her head is large; the face lo ng and 
co pper co lo red, the eyes nervo us—what a 
wo man! Her cheek bo nes are high and 
pro minent, like a Sco tchman's, and her chin 
small and sharp. Her hair cut sho rt and 
parted in the middle tumbles aro und her ears 
and neck in grayish curls. A bit o f a mus­ 
tache—beg pardo n o f the sex—shado ws her 
upper lip. 
Can yo u see her? Standing up, 
grasping a ro ll o f papers, clad all in black 
and tapping a large, well-bo o ted fo o t o n the 
flo o r. Put a mo le o n her fo rehead and yo u 
have the picture co mplete. Mo n Dieu, what 
a wo man!

Her father was 
Co mte do Bro nco urt and her mo ther was— 
no thing in particular. 
She grew up in the 
chateau; an o dd so rt o f a child, laughed at 
by the servants, kissed by the co unt and 
cuffed by the co untess. She played the piano , 
sang, made verses. 
She must have been a 
devout little thing in tho se days. 
Her ideal 
was that magnificent turnco at, Victo r Hugo , 
who just then was po sing as a Ro yalist and 
Catholic 
She wro te mystic verses echo ing 
his aristocratic piety. 
\\ hen she was 20 the co untess died, and a 
y ear later the co unt fo llo wed her to the 
grave, leaving 
Lo uise a legacy of 10, ooO 
francs or so. 
H er mother suggested m atrim ony , but she, 
on the ether hand, was anx ious to get her to a 
nunnery . 
Of course a discussion arose, and 
it lasted for weeks. 
In the meantime this 
aw kw ard, homely y oung woman was doing a 
<!eal of thinking. • Ono morning she woke up 
an atheist, and the nunnery question was set­ 
tle-1 forever. 
But she was a p oet, or thought 
herself one, which is every whit as good, and, 
of course, m ust needs be a m arty r. 
But how 
and where? In Paris, of course, and in any 
w av that turned up . 
F irst o f all she op ened 
a s bool, 
It is one w ay o f being a m ar­ 
ty r. 
The school was doubtless a good one, 
but as there came no p up ils it was discontin-

Ap y way it revolted her. 
A scion of 
the house of De Broncourt teach school! The 
idea i s rial afldus. 
A nd y et she was only a 
sham Ite Bro nco urt. Bhe felt this keenly , 
and hated the family , the class to which it 
belonged, the whole world, for the wrong 
th at hail lieen done her. 
A RED-CAPPED REVOLUTION A IRE. 
She was an o w^aft, a p ariah—well, so l>e 
it; she would jr in hands with her fellows, 
lo ve and hate with them, fight their battles.

Sometimes the lamp wick obstinately re­ 
fuses to 1** turned up in on orderly maimer. 
It will seem firmly wedged at one side while 
the other runs up in a p oint, causing weari­ 
ness and vex ation of sp irit. 
To overcome 
this dep ravity taken new wick, draw out a 
single thread near the selvedge and the wick 
will be found quite tractable when introduced 
into the burner. 
The cogs will take it up 
p rop erly , and it will ap p ear in good form and 
give an even flame when lighted.—Atlanta 
Constitution. 


To .So ften W ater-so aked Sho e« . 
A p air of boots o r shoes thoroughly so aked 
are not easy to dry without l*#ing left in an 
uncomfortably stiff, if not shrunken, con­ 
dition. A very simp le device will make the 
dry ing p rocess comp aratively safe. The wet 
lioCs should l» e thoroughly 
stuffed with 
Iiajvr, which serves not only to keep them in 
shap e, but hastens their dry ing by absorbing 
the moisture.—Philadelp hia Call. 


To Take Opt Ink Stains. 
The following is the way to make p ap er 
take out ink stains: Thick blotting p ap er is 
soaked in a concentrated solution of ox alic 
acid and dried. 
Laid immediately on a blot, 
it takes it out without leaving a trace be 
hind.—Our Country Home.

The girls at the saeters 
lead lonely lives in the isolated sp ots that they 
go to, with only fortnightly visits at the most 
from their relatives or lovers, who take them 
p rovisions ami look to the p rogress of the but­ 
ter and cheese making. 
At the Aak saetcr at the end of the hstcrrial 
we found three women, but only one of them 
was y oung enough to fit into the p retty p ic­ 
ture dm t one unconsciously p aint* of saeter 
life. 
AH three of them came to tho door of 
the turf-roofed hut and looked an equal sur­ 
p rise and welcome when our train up ;eared, 
climbing the last grassy knoll and leading the 
p onies by their bridles. Two y oung heifers 
sto.Hl as if p etrifi« ! at our ap p roach, their 
ey es evidently not used to the « ¡» ectaelc, and 
then came slowly toward us with a juvenile 
euri<>sit v so ap p arent as to be laughable in 
these dumb animals. 
While 
the 
p onies 
crop jied grass and rested we fea,« t« i our ey es 
on the scenery , listened to the roar of the 
Isterfoss at the end of the valley and watched 
the afternoon shadows creep ing up the op p o­ 
site wall of granite. 
THE WOMEN IN THE SAETER. 
By the aid of a p hrase book’-We conversed 
with the women in the saeter, and p aid them 
comp liments when they showed us the jar* of 
milk ami the rolls of l ntter in the dairy room. 
They showed us tin* one living room where 
they slep t, with a huge chimney in the cor­ 
ner with a cavernous firep lace, in which they 
cooked their food, ami last they conducted us 
to a little ni' he of a room , cleaner and neat r 
than the dairy room, if p ossible, and set oa 
the white p ine table p it hers of such milk : 
we lmd never dreamed of before. 
We drank 
glass after glass of it, p leased some small coin» 
in their hands, and had our arm nearly shaken 
off in return, and then, urging them to come 
to America, we descended the hill and aivav. 
We could see them looking after us as long as 
the little p rocession was in sight, and the 
thought of the lonely life of those women 
made the group in the doorway fairly p a­ 
thetic to us. 
By the end of this month life 
in the high saeters becomes even more dreary . 
A to uch o f fro st co mes to the air, the nights 
begin to gro w dusk, and then the bears, if 
there are any in the neighlio ring mo untains, 
are o pt to co me pro w 
ling abo ut the saeters at 
night. 
Insanity, which in 
No rway affect« un 
amazing pro po rtio n o f the inhabitants, is 
said to l>e o ften due to the so litary, iso lated 
lives that the wo men lead at the saeters in 
summer, with so few recreatio ns o r lighter 
amusements to relieve the strain o f melan­ 
cho ly that co mo s with the alternatio n o f tho 
lo ng summer daylight with the dark winters, 
and the depressio n that the co nstant presence 
o f this stupendo us mo untain scenery brings. 
The intermarrying o f generatio ns in these 
small co mmunities and thinly po pulated 
regio ns has added to the evil as well. 
In 
so uthern No rway, where the peo ple are o f 
a lighter and gayer temperament, with mo re 
festivals and amusements, their bright co s­ 
tumes, a so fter scenery abo ut them, and 
living mo re in villages and co ngregated 
farmho uses, the percentage o f insanity is 
much less than in these no rthern fjo rds and 
valleys.—No rway Letter.
